Its recent bulletin 
on the dangers of gasoline is so full 
of good points that the substance of 
it ought to be spread broadcast so 
that all may be admonished against 
carelessness. 
A pint of gasoline left open in a 
basin in a room at a normal or av­ 
erage temperature, 
will, 
says the 
bulletin, entirely evaporate in twen­ 
ty-four hours. The gasoline vapor is 
le a vie r than the air and 
sinks im­ 
mediately to the floor, and unless it 
{s distributed by active air currents 
will remain in the room for 
many 
hours. 
One 
pint of gasoline 
will 
make 200 
cubic 
feet 
of explosive 
mixture. W ithout becoming too sci­ 
entific, it may 
be 
said 
that this 
gasoline vapor is seven times more 
powerful than gunpowder. 
Every gasoline explosion and fire 
that occurs in a home is due to ig 
uorance and 
carelessness 
on 
the 
part of the user. 
Gloves must be 
(“leaned, fabrics must he flipped in 
gasoline or alcohol 
and 
their use 
r»ill continue. For that reason it is 
vitally 
important 
that 
the 
user 
should have all the information pos­ 
sible about the danger incurred. 
Gasoline should be used in the open 
nil wherever possible, but if it must 
be used in the house all 
the win­ 
dows should be opened wide and a 
sufficient draft created to drive all 
the vapor from the room.

most crim inal to use gasoline in the | 
kitchen or other rooms where it is J 
exposed to the fire. The vappr

They put forth the claim 
that

that 
the 
Democratic 
party of the state cannot in honor or 
good faith, even though circumstances 
and conditions have m aterially chang­ 
ed, refuse to carry out the declaration 
embodied in that resolution if Gov­ 
ernor Folk insists upon holding the 
party to it. 
The friends of Speaker

W hether he should run for the Sen 
ate or seek the Presidential nomtna 
Hon was a purely personal question 
with him, and a question for him to 
decide

himself. 
Undoubtedly 
Governor Folk had a right, the same j 
right of an y Democrat, to become a I 
candidate for any office within the 
gift of the people to which he might 
aspire. He decided that question for 
himself. 
Undoubtedly be conferred 
with a number of his friends, and pos 
sibly with others who were interested, 
directly or indirectly, 
in

atonal race. 
Having determined not 
to enter the race for Senator, some 
of his friends went to work to get up 
and hold a political banquet at St.

The Folk Banquet. 


The banquet was held on June 2. 
1910, and at that festal board several 
speeches were made and a set of res 
olutions eulogistic of Governor Folk 
and in advocacy of him as a candidate 
for President was adopted. 
Up to 
this time outside of those with whom 
Governor 
Folk 
privately 
conferred 
and outside of th^-s# in attendance 
upon this banquet, the people of the 
state had itot been consulted. 
After 
this a state primary campaign came 
on, and at that primary Judge Gantt 
w'as 
nominated 
as 
the 
Democratic 
candidate fo? Supreme Judge, Cass 
and 
Bradbury 
were nominated 
for 
Superintendent of Public Schools and 
Railroad 
Commissioner respectively, 
candidates for Congress were nomin 
ated in the several congressional dis 
tricts, candidates for the State Senate 
were nominated in one-half only of 
the Senatorial districts of the state, 
and 
candidates were nominated 
for 
the 
Legislature 
from 
the 
various 
counties 
and • legislative 
districts 
The primary election was 
held 
in 
August, 
1910. 
One section of 
the 
state primary law provides that on 
the second Tuesday of September fol­ 
lowing the primary, the state, con 
gressional and legislative candidates 
shall meet with the state committee 
at Jefferson City, and then and there 
proceed 
to 
“ forthwith 
formulate 
a 
state platform for their party.’’ 
This 
state law’ applied 
not 
only 
to 
the 
Democratic party 
but 
to 
all 
othei 
parties, all other parties 
being re 
quired to meet at the same time and 
place for the same purpose. 
When 
this gathering of candidates and com 
mitteemen assembled 
a 
number o; 
Governor Folk’s friends appeared ai 
Jefferson 
City 
with 
the resolution 
ibout which so much has been said 
and 
with 
great 
energy 
and 
per­ 
sistence urged its adoption upon th* 
members of the assembly. 


Meeting 
Lacked Authority. 


It is known that large numbers* of 
*hat body protested the consideration 
of such a resolution was wholly out 
side the jurisdiction of the meeting 
and that they had no right to pass 
any such resolution. 
Nevertheless, it 
was pressed with great persistence 
and with warnings as to the conse­ 
quences to the state, congressional 
and legislative candidates if it should 
lie ignored or defeated. 
Although 
there was a strong sentiment among 
members of that convention against 
the wisdom of adopting such a resolu­ 
tion and against the right of th£ con­ 
vention to consider it, still when it 
w'as 
presented 
the 
candidates 
for 
office who constituted the great body 
of the convention thought it best as 
a matter of expediency not openly to 
antagonize its passage. 
W e believe 
it safe to say that a few' Democrats 
in the state at that time believed for 
one moment that that resolution was 
binding 
upon 
the 
party or that it 
closed the door in Missouri to every 
Democrat in or out of the state, ex­ 
cept Governor Folk. 
Nevertheless, it is now 
seriously 
contested that this untoward and un­ 
authorized action of the so-called Je f­ 
ferson City “ convention” pledges the 
Democracy to 
Governor Folk, 
and 
that the w hole party is politically and 
morally bound to deliver the state 
delegation to him, no matter whether 
they want to or not and no matter 
whether they ought to or not. 
Democrats Not Consulted. 


The Democrats of the state at large 
were never consulted about this mat­ 
ter and were nqyer given an oportun- 
ity to express their opinion upon it. 
W e hear some talk now about “ snap 
conventions.” 
It is said by some that 
the convention now' called to meet on 
February 20 is a “ snap convention.” 
although 
Governor 
Folk 
and 
his 
friends have been exploiting his can­ 
didacy by means of a well-organized 
force for nearly two years, and al­ 
though Speaker Clark’s friends have 
made no effort to bring his name be­ 
fore the Democrats of the state as a 
Presidential 
candidate 
until 
within 
the last four or Ave months. If this 
February convention to elect national 
delegates can be denounced by the 
friends of Governor Folk as a “ snap 
convention,” what in the name of 
reason might be said of the action of 
that meeting at Jefferson City in Sep­ 
tember, 1910? 
The people had no 
voice in that meeting, for the can­ 
didacy of Governor Folk or that of 
any other man had never been in any 
way submitted to them.

judgment and conscience or to con­ 
trol his preference for a Presidential 
candidates tw'o years thereafter. 


A Dangerous Precedent. 


If the candidates at Jefferson City, 
even though they might have acted 
with the utmost freedom, but much 
less since they acted under a kind of 
duress, could by a resolution bind

then equally could 
they 
have bound the whole Democracy to 
support any man they might have 
selected and endorsed for Vice Presi­ 
dent or for Governor. 
They had just 
as ‘much authority to do the one as

Would not that be a dan­ 
gerous precedent to set? 
If that be 
established as a rule of party govern­ 
ment in Missouri, then any such con­ 
vention as that of September, 1910, 
can bind the party as to candidates 
;n future years, and thus deny to the 
great body of the Democratic elec­ 
torate any voice iu the selection of

their party standard-bearers. 
Such a 
contention is not only untenable but 
intolerable. 
W e utterly deny that 
any number of candidates for office, 
high or low, can get together in con­ 
vention, or out of convention, and in 
this arbitrary and unauthorized man­ 
ner dictate to the Democrats of the 
state. In the past much has been said 
in disparagement of the manipulations 
of politicians and bosses, but if this 
precedent is set and 
this kind 
of 
thing authorized, then w'ill come the 
greatest opportunity hitherto known 
for the most flagrant misuse of power 
by bosses and politicians. 


Meeting Exceeded Lawful Authority. 


But it is contended that because 
Speaker Clark, then being a candidate 
for Congress, and made by the law a 
member of that convention of candi­ 
dates. assembled “ to formulate a state 
platform,’’ was present, he is bound 
by

resolution adopted 
at tbat 
meeting, whether the Democrats of 
the state are bound by it or not.

advised against voting the resolution 
down or openly antagonizing it, it is

friends are estopped and shut out be­ 
cause he sat there and looked on in 
■silence. 
Even though he had voted 
“ No” it would still be contended that 
he was bound if a majority had voted 
‘Aye.” 
It is but simple justice to 
Mr. Clark to state that he never voted 
for the Folk endorsement but

tested to many persons against its 
adoption as being both unwise and 
lot within the scope of the lawful

He did not 
fight it on the floor of the convention

Columbia. Mo., Feb. 5—An almost 
unprecedented 
wave 
of alarm con- 
erning the condition of seed corn is 
at present sweeping the corn belt. 
•Missouri is in no way escaping the 
scare and the condition is no less se­ 
rious. 
in most localities the late fall 
rains caused the corn to be of late 
maturity, and, in a great number of 
instances, to be injured by excess of 
moisture. 
On account of this condi­ 
tion, the rush of fall work kept many 
I aim ers 
from 
field 
gathering seed 
corn, and consequently, 
seed 
corn 
] was not selected until husking time, 
and fur too otten not even then. 
Iii order lo determine the actual 
condition of the seed corn, and there­ 
to better advise the many inquirers, 
[the experiment station has collected 
; in three different sections of tho state 
central, souihw'estcrn and northern 
representative 
samples 
of 
corn. 
I bes© samples were collected from 
corn which the own-rs said wru!d be 
used for seed in the spring. In some 
cases the corn was field gathered, 
others selected at the time of husking, 
some taken from the crib, and in ex­ 
treme cases taken from corn still in 
shocks in the field. 
These samples of corn were brought 
to the experiment station and germi­ 
nated, with the following results: 
Field gathered corn, carefully stor­ 
ed, 96 iver cent germination. 
Seed selected at gathering, 89.10 per 
cent germination. 
Seed selected from crib, 83 30 per 
cent germination. 
Seed selected from shock, 53.70 per 
cent germination. 
The above table may be somewhat 
misleading, inasmuch as the average 
tor the field gathered corn, w hich was 
carefully stored, represents bat tw’o 
germinations, w hile that for seth se­ 
lected at gathering represents a con­ 
siderably larger number, as does that j 
i selected from the crib. In some cases 
the crib selected corn ran as low as 
15 to 20 per cent, w'hile in others, 
where the cribs had been well protect­ 
ed and where the corn was well ma­ 
tured when harvested, the germina­ 
tion was much higher. 
These figures show clearly that un­ 
less due precaution is taken, much 
poor seed corn will be planted this 
spring. 
As it is possible for one man 
to test enough corn to plant twenty- 
five acres in one day’s actual time, 
it can easily be seen that such w'ork 
would be highly profitable during the 
bad days of February and March. The 
value of such work becomes at once 
apparent when we realize that an in­ 
crease of 5 to IO per cent is frequently 
secured in the yield. 
The testing of each ear that wMll be 
used for seed is not such a difficult 
task, and may be accomplished much 
more easily than might be imagined. 
This is done by securing a box about 
thirty inches square and three oi four 
inches deep, filling the box full of 
sand. 
Then drive nails or tacks 2*4 
inches apart all the way around the 
edges of the box and over these nails 
stretch a string back and forth so as 
to mark the box 
off 
in 
2>£-inch 
I squares. 
The squares are then num­ 
bered on the qdge of the box. 
The ears of corn to be tested are 
then laid on the floor, if no rack is 
available, numbered, and ten kernels 
removed from various parts of the 
ear. 
These are placed in the sand, 
point downward, so as to be about 
one-half inch below' the surface. 
A 
very good method of numbering the 
ears is to pin bits of paper to the butts 
of the ears. 
This can be done very 
easily with ordinary pins. 
The ker­ 
nels from ear No. I are now' put in 
square No. I, ear No. 2 in square No. 
2, etc. 
The brx of sand containing 
the corn is then thoroughly saturated 
with water at about blood heat, cov­ 
ered with old sacks or carpet, and 
placed near the stove or 
open 
fire. 
where it is moistened down dally so 
as to hasten germination. 
The tem­ 
perature should be kept at between 
75 and 90 degrees if possible. 
This method w’ill in five or six days 
enable one co detect the poor ears

This is too many for those small cells 
and only the cold weather permitted 
of this arrangement. 
“It has been my observation that 
the penitentiary fills up 
in 
winter. 


, This is probably due to the fact that 
j many men commit crime because of 
i cold and privation. 
The recent cold 
spell sent many on their way to the 
penitentiary.” 
The state board of prison inspectors 
has adopted plans for a new ceil build­ 
ing, 
which, 
when 
completed, 
will 
house 600 convicts, but nothing has 
been done toward 
lls 
construction. 
The

legislature 
appropriated 
$150,000, which is enough only to con­ 
struct one wing of the building. The 
other two wings must await further 
appropriations.
